One foot was held 
under a block of stone, but otherwise, 
the young woman was unhurt. She 
had been without food or drink for 
four days and had been nearly suffo- 
cated by the dust of the pulverized 
mortar which had sifted down through 
crevices while the women were trying 
to reach her.

His first professional appearance as 


ap actor was at Tony Pastor's theatre 
where he made a big hit. with a song 
entitled, "Kaiser, Don't You Want to 
Buy a Dog?" He rose to national 
eminence in his chosen profession as 
the star of a play called "Our German 
Senator," which toured the country in 
the late seventies. After that he ap- 
peared in a number of German com- 
edies, among them being "One of the 
Finest," "U and'l" and "Wanted: A 
Carpenter." 


In recent years Mr. Williams has 


been a headliner in vaudeville. He 
was also the author of a number oC 
well known stage songs, among them 
lieing "That Little German Baud,"

Ocean Cables. 


The diameter of the Atlantic cable 


varies according to the depth of the 
water, the character of the bottom on 
which it lies and the probabilities of 
interference from anchors. It Is small 
est in midocean depths. There is lit- 
tle or no movement at the bottom, and 
it is important that the cable should 
not have great weight A heavy ca- 
ble in deep water would be difficult to 
bring: up for repairs if such were need- 
ed, in the shallow water a heavier 
type of cable is used. The types are 
known as "shore end." "intermediate" 
and "deep sea." The diameters of the 
commercial cables are: Shore end, two 
and three-quarter inches; intermediate, 
one and three-quarter Inches; deep sea. 
one inch.

Mediterranean tever is carried 
principally by the milk ot infected 
gonts 
Leprosy has been attributed to 


bedbugs, and some are even beginning 
to think that measles is due to tteaa.—
